ran on the rocks at Musqtiodoboit, ■>" 
miles east of Halifax, and is believed 
to have foundered "ith the loss of 
many lives. 
The first officer of the sit ip, with 18 
of the crew, escaped in on> o! the ife- 
boats and landed al Pleasant Polo 
after a terrific s tr u g g .e with wind and 
sea. 
Captain Corot, master of the 
Damara, four passengers, and the rest 
of the steamer’s crew, left the v e s s e l 
in another lifeboat. 
They 
h a v e not 
been heard of since, and it is feared 
that they have perished. 
The occupants of the boat 
which 
reached shore were utterly exhausted 
and many of them were badly frost­ 
bitten. 
They had a harrowing experi­ 
ence, battling in the 
darkness 
for 
hours in the open boat again> 
tem­ 
pestuous seas on a treacherous cons , 
with the thermometer 1" degrees be­ 
low zero and an arctic blizzard raging.
